PROPERTY OWNERS ORGANIZE. 


Formation of a permanent organ- 
zation known as the Southwest Tex­ 
as Properv Owners Association, which 
will include Medina 
County really 
owners, was effected at a meeting of 
prominent Southwest Texas citizens 
in San Antonio recently. Tilt* organ­ 
ization is a unit tit' the Texas Real 
Estate Association, which is to be 
state-wide in scope. 
Determining to carry a campaign 
for various tax and government re­ 
ft nos into every county in th' state. 
the property owner officials have de­ 
clared that the general property tax 
as it is now administered is inequit- 
al Ie and grossly discriminatory, and 
is no longer a dependable source of 
revenue. They point to the fact that 
It'-.- 
than one-third of the taxable 
p p p e t t y in Texas is ever rendered 
for state and local taxes, causing the 
rates for city, school, county, 
and 
state taxes to be all < ut of proportion 
to the worth or earning power of the 
property that cannot escape from the 
tax rolls. 
Calling attention to the absurdity 
of maintaining many thousands of 
tax assessing and collecting bodies do­ 
ing duplicated 
work, the property 
owners 
associations 
plan to 
seek 
wholesale consolidations of unneces­ 
sary units of government. It is said 
th it one of oui' neighboring counties 
has IT tax collectors within that one 
county. 
Usually school, 
city, and 
county tax authorities keep duplicate 
records on the same property. And 
they ask real estate owners to swear 
to widely varying values on identical 
property, none of which may be cor­ 
rect. 
Condemning the assessment system 
which uses cost instead of value as 
a basis, the property owner movement 
has 
endorsed 
the 
principle that 
ability to pay is the b o t yardstick 
f i r taxation. Limitation of public in­ 
debtedness and strict budgetary and 
fiscal control state expenditures by a 
Sate Tax Commission are also ad­ 
vocated by the association.

\ \ / AR between China and Ja p a n 
* * was believed almost inc 
table 
as hopes of settling a new outbreak 
of hostilities by diplomatic m ean s 
faded out. The fight­ 
ing ensued as J a p ­ 
anese g e n d arm es a t ­ 
tempted to take over 
the policing of Yu- 
anping and Lukow- 
kiac, two villages in 
the 
Peiping 
area, 
near 
Marco 
Polo 
bridge.

Ja p a n e se said, was 
provided for in the 
North China truce.

This action allegedly com- 
pelled the Ja p a n e s e to m a k e a night 
assault, costing 20 lives, in order to 
occupy the towns of Lungwangm iao 
and Tun g s h nigh wan.

Loyalists Widen Front 
H F Spanish loyalists’ drive to 
* push back the rebel forces to 
a safe distance from Madrid con­ 
tinued, with tho governm ent forces 
Widening the front by expanding 
both flanks several miles. The m ain 
line of advance was in a southerly 
direction, slow but steady. It had 
progressed as far as a point half­ 
way between Brunette and Naval- 
carnero. Loyalist forces w ere a t­ 
tempting to acquire control of 1he 
Qucrnales river banks, there to dig 
in and protect the right flank while 
the m ain drive continues south. 
Rebel military strategists were 
not particularly distressed over the 
government advance, for they be­ 
lieve that 
if they can d ra w the 
m ajor part of the Madrid garrison 
out into the open country and d e ­ 
stroy it the advance w.U benefit 
them m ore than it will the loyalists. 
Artillery of both : les worked o v er­ 
time as the rebel reinforcem ents 
carne i i to m a k e the struggle m ore 
equal. 
The govern mc ut was reported to 
be using dozens of Russian tanks. 
They are heavier and clum sier than 
the rebel tanks, but they c a rry field 
pieces of great a ccu racy and po­ 
tency. Still, a new kind of anti-tank 
gun develop cfi by the rebels stopped 
a n u m b e r of them. 
Governm ent plane s were rep o rt­ 
ed doing serious d a m a g e to rebel 
forces on the Basque front to the 
north.
